BLECTIONS TENNESORE 
AND HENTUORY, 

Tonnesses lected on August 3 eight mom- 
Dors.of Congress. Tho Congressional Districts 
of this State were rearranged by an act of tho 
Yate Gonoral Assembly, passed on June 9, 1865. 
The whole of the Ist and Id Congressional 
Distriots, and nearly the“whols of the IIld 
lio in East Tennecsos, the IVth, Vth and VIth 
$n Middlo Tennessee, and the VIIih and VILth 
{n West Tennessee. Tho issuo at thia elec- 


pyri 


tion wos mainly betwoen the ‘ Union" 
candidates, who support the Federal 
and State Governments, including the 
Constitutional Amendment, end approve 


of the new Tennessce Franchise law, but are 
generally supposed to be opposed to Negro Suf- 
frago. Tho “Consorvative” candidates svow 
thoir opposition to the entire Emancipation poli- 
oy of the Federal Government and to tho now 
franchise law of the Btate of Tennessee. Most 
or all of them claim, however, to have always 
boon and to be now opponents of soceesion. 

Tho returns of the cloction on the 3d inst. 
fre still extremoly imperfect, but there is 
enough to show that Taylor in the Ist District, 
Maynard in tho Ild, Stokes in the [Id and 
Cooper in the IVth, all supporters of the Ad- 
Ministration, are certainly elected, as are 
Campbell in the Vth and Thomas in the VIth, 
both oppononts of the Administration. In the 
VIlith the contest was very close, with the 
chanoes in favor of Leftwich, Administration. 
The VILth District has not been beard from. 

‘The Vth District fa tho only ono from which 
returns, even approximately full, have been 
received. Thus far, Carter (Adm.) has 1,374, 
and George W. Campbell (Opp.) 4,079. This 
{s the Nashville District. 

‘Thus it appears that st least half the new 
@elegatlon are soand Union men. We are 
hopeful that Col. Hawkins, the Union candi- 
Gate in the VIIth Distriot, may be successful. 

¥ the constitutional abolition of Slavery 
should again become the subject of legielation 
daring the next session of Congress, it may be 
expected that from four to six of the new Con- 
gresamen of Tennessee will codiperata with the 
Republican majority, though ndiie can probably 
be relied upou to vote for Congressional aote 
which will alm at the establishment of equal 
lays for Whitos and Blacks. 

‘The first rotorus frym Kentucky snoonnce a 
Geoisive victory of the Constitutional. Amend- 
mont party in Louisville. Gun. Rousseau has 
beaten Robort Mallory by s majority which 
exceeds the most sanguine expectations of the 
Union party. The vote of Jefferson County, of 
which Louisville ia the capital, as, in 1863: 
Brawlette, 4,629; Wiokliffe, 2,052—majority 
for Bramlette, 1,577; in 1864: Lincoln, 
2,066; McClellan, 6,404 QM jority for MoClel- 
lan, 4,338. Now Rousseau bas received in the 
City of Louisville, 4,502 votes; Mallory only 
709, end andidate, Mundy, 121; which 
Gives to Re over both of his competitora, 
8 méjority of 3,672. The oleotion of Rousseau 
Gom theVth District is conceded. 

‘The @lection of Green Clay Smith from the 
‘With district is -as equally certain, Ken- 
fon County, which, fn 1864, gaye to Lincoln 
1,716 and to McClellan 1,374 votes, a Lincoln 
majority of 342, now gives to Smith about 1,100 
majority, and Campbell County, whose vote in 
1864 was 1,504 for Lincoln and 1,286 for Me 
‘Clellan, 6 Lincoln majority of only 218, now 
ives to the Union candidate about 840 major- 
ity. The counties forming this Congressional 
SNetrict gave at the Presidential eleotion of 
4f64 q small aggregate majority for MoClellan,

RETURNING TO LOVALTY. 


that thero iz no purposo or disposition to renow 
tho Civil War so latoly raging thronghout tho 
South. Tho very fow acta of violence against 
Whites are the work of robbera rather than 
js. Savo that a good many of those who 
forewarned us that Whites and Blacks can noyer 
live in pence on a footing of legal equality 
are trying to mako good their prodiotion, wo 
consider our country substantially at poaco, 
while the work of restoring to the privileges of| 
loyal ci ip, upén the tuking of a cortain 
oath, is proceeding in all the lately Rebel States 
with ample celority. 

A generous mind will not seek to humiliate 
those already drinking the bitter cup of discom- 
fiture, Submission disarms a manly foe. Wo 
yrould not wantonly require the vanquished to 
admit tbat they were wrong in originating the 
strife, nor idly impose on thom any Shibboleth 
whatever. ‘They will bo moro likely soon to 
peroeive tho treth,if you do not incessantly in- 
sist on it. 

But thore is ono point whereon a cloar, uno- 
quivoeal uo nding and agreement betweon 
North and South, those who stood by and those 
now returning to the Union, soems indispen- 


sable. Wo alludo to the meauing and oflvot of 
the oath of allegiance. Lot us illustrate by an 
oxamplo: 


Gen. Robort E. Lee is a professed Christion, 
widely esteemeda man of rectitude and personal 
honor. Elo was educated at West Point at the 
expense of the Union, of course taking the oath 
of allegiance. Joining the Federal Army, be 
served therein with oredit for many years, rising 
to bo Colonel of tho First Cavalry. He was 
the trusted favorite of our Liout.-Gon, Scott, 
shared his most intimate counsels, and knew all 
ho chose to know of the secrats of headquarters 
up to the outbreak of the Rebellion, when he 
disappeared from Washington, and next turned 
up in bigh command and favor in the Robel 
camps snd councils, where he remained till all 
was over, A private lotter to his sister, written 
about the time he weat over, asserts that he 
saw no enfficiont causo’ for Disunion, but that, 
since Virginia had socoded, he felt bound to 
“go with his State." 

Now, wo would cast no stone at Gen. Lee nor 
at any one who stands in like position. We are 
not now urging that their course has been 
culpable. We only insist that, if Gon. Lee or 
any one else 80 intorpreta an oath of loyalty to 
the United Statos that ita solomo promise 
not violated by such a course, then we don't 
want him to swear any moro. Tho old osth 
never having been violated (according to his 
view), it is jnst as good to-day as thongh it had 
been resworn last month. Not till it is settlod 
that no State can release a citizen from bis 
obligation of loyalty to the Union, can wo feel 
that thero is any validity or sonse in swearing 
ex-Rebels back into oitizens. Our political 
system, as Washington, Madison and John 
Marshall expounded and accopted it, {s, with 
all its imporfections, the best extant. But if 
each citizen owes a divided allogiancc—if the 
Union may lawfully require him to fight on ono 
side, while his Stato, with equal if not para- 
mount authority, commands him to fight on 
the other—if he may bo rightfully court. 
martislod and shot, lot him take which side ho 
may—then our form of government is more 
vicious aud abominable than that of Turkey or 
fallen Poland. Such 6 political system as is 
implied by the theory of the Secessionists 
deserves alike the scorn of good men and the 
demolishing jadgment of God. 

The scope and effect of the oath of allegiance 
are, to our mind, clear enough. They need no 
elucidation, no definition, no glossary, We 
only insist that, if it is to be takon in the senso 
required by '* State Sovereignty," then that oath 
wore far better not taken at all. 


DOGBERRY ON AN INQUEST. 

William Henry Davenport, 8 emart young 
mulatto, married Ellen Louisa something, 
comely young Irish girl, and they wore living 
quictly and happily together at Greonwiob, 
Conn., in peace and charity with all mou. 
They bad broken no law of God or man; they 
were earning an honest livelihood, and wore 
not even suspected of any wrong, save the bad 
tasto (according to our notions) ovincod by 
Ellen in accepting 6 copper-colored auitor, 
Such bad taste is a crimo in this land of 
Demooratic liborty, though in no other on 
earth. A gang of the noighboring roughs, 
headed by ao roturned soldior, named Chard, 
undertook, last Saturday night, to broak into 
the dwelling of this unoffending couple, and 
treat them as their mob instincts should dio- 
tate, In doing this, they were resisted by 
Betsey, wife of Jos and mothor of W. H, 
Davenport, who, after duo warning, fired at 
tho rioters, shooting their leader dead on the 
spot; when the rest absconded. Thereupon, a 
constable arrested—not any of the rowdies, 
but their intended yictims—who, after due in- 
vestigation, wore necessarily acquitted and sot 
at liborty. 
—No, not oxactly at liberty, thongh thoy 
wore cleared and discharged; for Mr. Philander 
Button, foreman of the Coroner's Jury, pro- 
cceded to arraign Davenport, oud read him tho 
following most gratuitous and impertinent 
lecture:

We have boon favorod with tho pornsal of a 


party at Augusta, Ga.. July 21, on their way to 
Anderaopvillo, [tte atatod by telegraph that 
thoy have sinoo reachod the latter place, When 
the oxpedition was at Savannah it was feared 
that in consequence of tha difficulty of trans- 
portation, its objecg might be abandoned for tho 
presant, but the devoted energy of Migs Darton 
and tho goalons codperation of the Government 
havo carried it through, and tho gravea at An- 
dersonville ure to be idontified and a tablot 
placed ovor euch. 

Tho onterpriso is one of the most aingular of 
the war. It ie by no moans tbe first with which 
Misa Clara Barton has boon conneoted, Daur- 
ing tho Isat four years abe has labored untiringly 
in the hospital and on tho buttlo-fields, and was 
lod by her wide acquaintance among tbe 
wounded soldiers to organize a syatom of cor- 
respondonce to ascortain the facts regarding 
missing mon in tho United States army. Tho 
sohome was ingenious ond effective, and bas 
relieved thousands of avxions inquirers who had 
no other means of knowing whether friends 
wore living or dond, sick or well, prisoners or 
uot prisoners. It bappened that one Dorenco 
Atwater, a prisoner at Andorsonville for the 
whole cloven months of its prison-existence, 
saw Miss Barton's list of missing 
won. Ho bad been paroled and detailed 
by Wirz, the captuin of the prison, as a olork 
to record the deaths of the prisoners, and to 
mako monthly and quarterly reports to the 
Rebel Surgeou-Genoral. Of those records and 
roports Atwater kept duplicates, and contrived 
a plan by which ho wus able to mark on hia 
copies the grave of cach aoldier whose death 
was rogistored. Comparing Lis records with 
Miss Barton's lista be found many of the names 
thosame. Ho visited her, and sho was able to 
notify tho Seoretary of War that Atwater had 
in his possossion complete rolla of the deaths 
at Andersonville and the location of the graves. 
Sho at tho same time arged upon Mr, Stanton 
that tho graves ebould be every one identi- 
»|fied. and marked—no other consecration 
could they noed—and that an expedition 
be sent forthwith to Andersonville to accomplish 
the work. The Seoretary assented with onthu- 
siusm, urging Miss Barton to accompany the 
inission, She consented, caused thirteen thou- 
sand memorial tablets of wood to be prepared, 
avd spite of all difficulties bas reached the 
ground, and is engaged in the task of identify- 
ing tbe graves and putting the true inscription 
over each. The spirit that inspires ber and the 
consolation which mauy thousands will draw 
from the result of her labora are suggested by a 
sentence which sho will excnee us for copying 
from hor lottor: , 


“Ifitonce shall bo my privilege to gara over that 
orowdod field of hidden graves where sleep the 13.000 
Goud of my country’s luved and lost, and witness the 
fast fading mourls giviug plave to the lottered eablet 
Which slinil tell something of the tute the prison-sealed 
lips beneath could aot utter, aud feel that tuo bellowed 
earth which covers these remains may Fet recotye, & 
tmotler’s tear or a ciaier's kiss, it will be que of tho 
happiest aud saddest hours of my whole life. 


It is more than private gratitude that is due 
to such a work wo executed. Tho martyrs of 
Andorsoaville are the children of the Republic, 
who, for the Republic's sake, ahd by the devilish 
malico of Ler enemies endured such deaths of 
agouy a3 no Lattle-fiold ever witnossed. And 
while no toil nor r@erifice in their honor is too 
great, whet Miss Clara Burton has dono for 
them will link her name with theire forovor.

simultaneously arrived here and found gold. The frat 
diggings of any magnitude were of Bannack, about 75 
miles weet of this pluoe, but some miuing ino mall 
way was first commonest (a Doar Lodys Valley. on 
the western alopa and on the Bolder Creok on this 
side of the mountains, before the Bannack minos were 
discovered. Theae, of courses, were then abandoned 
for those; bat the Bannaok miues not being extensive,

Tho country between Atlanta and Chatta- 
mooga is utterly destroyed. Tho armies marehaled by 
herman aud Johnston, Thomas &nd Hood, have fought 
gror tho wholo ground. Breastworks are on overy 
lago and on every rising ground. Tho bridges wore 
destroyed sud rebailt many times while Sherman wos 
Arying to keop opon tho line to his base, and when ho 
sot Joose and marched for the ses.coast the road was 
entirely destroyed. ‘Thic road was owned by the Stato 
‘nf Georgia. The Government have bad vast numbera 
‘ef mon employed, and hayo Just opened tho ling I 
eame over on the first train. ‘Tho road is relaid with 
Aron that boa beon straightoned. It looked impossible 
Y% gotatrain over, so full of short crooks were tho 
wails.

: MpoNcous, Uiio COUNTY, Toly 4, 2668, 
I spent several days at Jacksonville. This 
ie atown of about 2,000 Inbabitants, and thongh built 
on tho prairio, alwost overy house 1s ina grove. Here 
are located: the Stato benoyolout justitutions, the Till- 
ois College, and many sohools for females and young 
‘ons, Some twenty yeara ago Profescor Turner ro: 
eiened hia professorship in tho Colleise, and turned bis 
Sttention to farming. About cbia timo, a friend in tho 
Bont sont him sowo Osage orango soo, Proviously 
he had beon exporlmenting with varions plants to get 
that most enitable for o hedge. ‘There are pluces in 
Tiinois twonty miles from a treo, ond the soil: ie wosur- 
passed. After a trint he thought the Osago would an 
swor. Ho sent two men ond o team, with a machino 
ofhis own Inyeution, for getting tho seod ont of the 
apple, to Texas, This cost bim soveral bandred dollars, 
‘Thoy retarned with a quantity of seod, and the busi- 
ness of getting it ont in that stato was establishod. It 
wos along timo bofore farmora would buy the plants, 
Ho had to induce them by most Mboral offera to make a 
trial. Now, overybody wants them. Slnco tho war 
eced han been soiree. Some has been saved from hedgos 
grown in tho State. Ihave seen the tree growing wild 
hero in Southern Dlinols. Professor Turner enys somo 
ono must have plante! the trees, I think ho mistakes, 
Last year $3.9 bushel was paid for tho, applos. 
‘Vhey look like a yory larga fino orange, but aro slokleh 
to the taste, aud aro worthless for food, A bushel will 
produce a quart of seed. | A bushel of seod old last Full 
for $250. 
Thero aro thonsands of milos of thia hedga in Minoie, 
Whon well mado no animal ean got through it, not even 
fox. Careless plantors leave gaps. If not too wide 
they can be filled by nearly outing, of tho treo whon 
two inches thick, and lotting thom fall aoross tho gaps. 
‘They will sprout abandently and fll the vaonneles. 
Some uso a bill-heok for this purpose. Professor Turner 
has a crow-bar flattened and sharpened, There aro very 
many imporfeot hodges throngh the West which ean be 
completed In this way, Even where there aro no de- 
feots thoy are much improved by this process, jn which 
nse the wholo hodge salaid down, tho troca lap ovdr 
each like sbingles onn roof, fino sprouts come up and 
sre easily trimmed. Tho hodge fe quite low, ornamen- 
tal, and exccedingly donea, Cattlo eat tho leaves, but 
dono harm, A fow yoars ngo it was supposed tho cold 
Killed tho plants, They sprouted up again. ‘Thoy do

Thongh o pioneer Californian, this is my first 
trip over the Siorra Nevadas. Whatever might have 
beon, and were, tho hardships of the early overland om- 
igrants in their passuge over the snowy mountains, itis 
only apleasure-trip now, even for ladies, You leavo 
San Franolsoo at 4p, tm. !n the Crysopolis or Youomité, 
and at midnight aro lying qniotly at the Sacramento 
wharf, Finishing your night’a eleop in peace and ia 
comfort, you go asboro ata, m., tako a hasty break- 
fast, ond are off for tho mountains on tho cars of the 
Central Pacifle Rallroad, In two hours, including etop- 
pages at half a dozon or mora way stations, you aro at 
Clippor Gap, tho preaont torminns, 43 miles from Sacra- 
mente, and 1,800 foot ap tho weatorn slope of the moun- 
tains, ond at midoight, usually, youare at Virginia. A 
better road, thas (or, than the CENTRAL PAcir10 is not 
builtin tho United States, The structure is yolld, evenly 
lovelod, and scaresly any vibration of tho oars is felt. 
You can read your paper with os much case, whuo go- 
ing at tho rate of 30 miles an hour, as if seated In your 
easy cbalrin your own sanctum; if, indeed, you aro 
able to withdraw your gaze from the wild scenery 
through which you whirl away into the fastnesses of the 
Golden Hille. On tho very sito of tho railroad, where 
it passes through Auburn, tho oonnty town of Plaoor 
Coupty, I dug for guld 16 years ago. Then,not a house 
existed, ond but a few tents of brasb,in whloh the min- 
ora burrowed afwer tho day's work was dono, tho gold 
“Ppanned ont” and put away in tho bottle or buckskin 
bag. What achango! Who then dreamed that the 
Stoum Horgo would be snorting through theso colitudes 
in thu lifetimo of thoso who wore delving for tho sbin- 
ing oret 

At Clipper Gap—where au linprompta town {3 being 
rapidly built to moet tho demands of trade and travel, 
till tho terminus takes a farther stride to Thnoistown, 
1a fow months lator, und 12 miles up—wo enter alx-borso 
Concord cogobes, and start off at a gullop over a broad, 
smooth, evenly-graded road, known as the “Datob 
Flat and Donver Lake Wagon Road." Does the reador 
think a trip over tho farsous Siorra Nevadus, 7.000 feet 
high at tho ‘Pass, whero wo cross tho summit, fs a 
twilsome, up-hill business? Li go, be is ecrionsly mis- 
taken, All the way up, we thundor olong tho sides of 
steep gorges, arennd points whera the colid rock walls 
isc bundreda of fect above your head, while below—] 
well, it (voke fourfal, but there Is no dunger, though 
you can hardly seo into tho dopts—at tho average rato 
often miles an hour. Tt Ja a marvelous ontorprise, tho 
constraction of snch a wagon road. To look at tho 
| iutttn tinal nella nfianm motraradcha faanfad manne ton 
neath, it sceina impossible (ats read could bo built, 
over whioh a six-lorse conch should travel ot a epcod 
seldom attalued un tho best turnpikes of the Atlantio 
States, and quite as safolytoo, ‘To bo saro, cases of 
overturn, dowu the precipleos hare occurred, and lile 
and limb been endaugered—tost or broken—bat always 
from oarelessaces, 

Leaving Dutch Flat, miles from Sacramento, wo 
enter tho donso forest of tall fir-troes, intermlogled with 
plues and cedars, It lawagnificontly eomber, yet bean- 
tiful, and to the timid gnggeative of yrizaly beara; but 
wo caw nothing more terrible thau tho nimble gard. 
Everywhere wloug thy road ore substantial sometimes 
bundsome—dwellinga, picturesquly situated, with 
otsar, cold, monntuin streams to quench tho thirat, and 
all the laxories of civilization at tho command of the 
travoler. Approacbing the summit, tho bighor ranges 
on either hand ond in the far distanco aro glisteving 
With flelda of snow, of which wo aro mado sonbiblo by 
the inoreasing coolness of tho oloar, ‘exbilaruting at- 
mosphero of that oleyated region, We pasa through 
Grifts of snow in the gorges, almost booeath onr wheels, 
lying along tho road, while cloads of dust whirl hither 
aud thither from the horses’ feot—not s foot from dust 
to snow wall, 

Now wo are at tho snmmit, Its approach was #0 
gradual as scaresly to bo poreoptible, But, seated on 
tho top of tho coach bebind tho presiding Jobu, a mog- 
nifcout view opons down tho caiion to Donner Lake, 
four mifos below; and away on, between tho anowy 
peaks, following tho Truckee River whero it breaks 
through the eccond amnmitof tho Slerras, and looks 
out upon tho Himboldt Desert, As we go down the 
caffon, tho scone is wild aid fearful beyond desoription. 
In the descont, wo poss through (ho remuiae of au cnor- 
wous ayalancko of snow, which comb down from the 
overhanging peaks ono doy Inst Wiuter, covering tho 
road 100 feet dcop, ond burying bencath its chilling 
sbroud two (ravelura, who wore pnssing on foot at tbe 
prociso moment, Vive months lter thoir entombmont 
thoy wore dug ont, froson’ atark and at{f. ‘Tho holes 
from which their bodies wore drawo woro étill intact in 
tho snow waf, aot a dozen fect trom the passing coach, 
‘Tho road hnd beon reopened by a deep cut, Which an- 
covered tho unfortunate trayelors, 

Down, down, we thandor along; the roa seems to 
cling like o thread along tho perpendicular sides of 
preoiplocs—down, ati)! down, wo 0, 1,500 fect, ina milo 
or tyro, (ll Wo approach Donner Lake, four miles from 
the summit, whore a chance was afforded to clean off 
the reduadant dust, aud satisfy our appetites on fresh 
Loke trout 
‘The most romantio part of the passage over tle moun- 
tain hero ended, and with it camo tho close of day. Wo 
had 60 miles further to go, down tho Valloy of tho 
‘Truckve, and then away southorly to reach Virginia, 
tho Suyor City, Weatily through tho night till3 . m,, 
We plodded on, when the goal was reached, in 26 hours 
of travel from San Franoiseo, 

‘Tho Donner Lake Road, through the Trockeo Pasa, 
is tho general route of tho Paciflo Railroad, Tho 
‘western slope of the Sierra a a gradual asoent, nover 
escceding 0 yrnde of 105 feot to the milo, and the sam- 
mit ia reacbod in a distanoo of 104 miles from Ssora- 
mento; while the eastern slopo is accomplishod in lees 
than a dozen miles at thoaamo grado. Tho Great 
Bosin being over 4,000 fect above aoa levol, tho esstorn

Cattle Epidemic im the Mississippi Valley. 

The Memphis Bulletin reports, concerning the 
reoontly-announoed cattle distemper in a part of the 
Mississippi Valley, as follows: 

Wo learn from 4 gontleman who bes Just retarned 
from a yisit to Philips and Crittenden Couotics, Ark, 
that the planters in tho Mississippi bettors havo been, 
aud are still, eufforing severo loss by tho death of their 
horses, mulos, oattle and bogs, by a most singular 
disease, which is enrrsing them off {n great nombere. 

An tho early part of tho Summer an ineredibla number 
of black goats mado their appearance in tho bottoms 
‘and attacked not only cattle aud horses, but also birds, 
wild turkeys, deer and other game, with ench ferocity 
as to kill, In’ a short time, quio a nomber of animals. 
After tho disnppoarance of the gnats a diseaso broke 
ont, among the onttle, horses aod hogs, and hss Deon 
ra(clug for somo tlwa, and is «till prevailing, though the 
indioutions now aro that the epidemio—for such it op- 
beara to bo—is abating. ‘This diseaso gesombles very 
closely eryaipelos, the attacked swelli@® op, somotimcs 
‘under tho breast, at other times on tho side, but more 
frequently under the throst, ond dylug generally in 
from 24 to 48 hours after boing attacked. 

Onr informant conversed with soveral intellizent 
Planters who bave beon great snfforers by this strange 
Aisease, aniong them o physlclay crubocal In his pro- 
fession, and all of thom concurred fn tho opiuion tht 
it wus dlasely allied to orysipolas, aod also that the Visi. 
tation of tho gata in the carly part of tho Summer hawt 
soto Indluence in producing the direase.

WOOL—EXPERINENTS IN CLEANS. 
ING ELGECES, 


Important Exhibit of Percentage of Olean 
Wool Obtained from Given Weights of 
Wool and Sheep—Ueport of Commit- 
tco on the Ticore Promiam. 

‘ At the meeting of tho State Wool Growers’ 

Association, held in May last at Canandaigua, N. Y., of | 

which we guve an extensive report, there was a premi- 

um of £59, offered by the Hon. D. D. T. Moore (Mayor 
of Rochester), "for tho fleceo of one year's growth, or 
thoreabout, jhiob, on being cleansed, shall be found to 
give the greatest weight of wool, in proportion to its 
thne of growth aud to the live weight of the animal,” 

The awarding of that prize was submitted to the fol- 

lowing named gentlémen: Geo. Geddes, Homer D, L. 

Sweet, A.J. Goffe, James M, Ellis and Charles Tallman. 


‘Dhoir report, dated ote 6, Ja ns follows: 

On the 11th day of Moy lost, at Canandsigna, fifteen 
eheep were shorn in competition for Mr. Moore's pro- 
minm—five of them rams, ton ewes. All of these sheep, 
except one Cotsyvold, wero Morinos, Tho liberal offer, 
of 650 for the heaviest fleece of wool, to bo tested by 
baring it cleansed as wool js cleansed by monufacturera, 
excited much intorest among breeders of shecp and tho 
public genernily. The fifteen shecp that competed 
Were, {6 (0 be presumed, supposed by tbolr seroral 
ownors to be ns good as conld bo P luced; and it is 

nite probable that in the main they were correct in 
this opinion, though in some instances the result of the 
cleansing shows to the contrary. 

‘The true value of a fleece of wool must depend on its 
iquiialddy, ant quill trapaineMoovoulicavunkel vor ateer 
Of only one of these points—quantity.. It is perlops 
well that be confined himeelf to this single point, for by 
so doing a breeder of Cotswolds, Mr. Gazley, was in- 
duced to compete. Tho woll known fact that tho shee} 
‘that produce the coarser wrools qivo fleeces that eliriu 
much Josa in cleansing than the finer wools, has led 
many persons to bellove that, of clean wool, tho-so-called 
matton breeds preduce nearly or quite as much, In pro- 
portion to their weight, ax the fino wooled sheep. The 
pinion: wos frocly expressed on the Fair Grounds that, 
tho Cotswold would win the prize, Itis to be regretted 
that the mutton breeds had not beon more fully ropre- 
ecoted, that the comparison could huve been more com- 
pats than it now is. Wo will venture te expross tho 
hope that in futuro trials more of this kind ot sheop will 
cotmpote, and if necessary to. induco tlis compotition, 
that premiums bo offered for the fleeces not only of fine 
wooled sheep, but for the floeces of the breeds raised 
pe for mutton, This migbt involve, perhaps, 
‘breo classes, vin, fine wooled shoep, long wooled and 
middle wooled sheep, 

We fecl contident that Mr, Moore’s plan of baving 
the truo welght of fecors detormined by positive tests 
moat lend to important resulta in instructing both wool 
grower and wool maunfucturer, and lead both branches 
of tho common interest ongaged in producing the cloth. 
ing of our people to a better understanding of tho fucts 
involved. ‘The wool Erawer, desires to get the most bo 
con for the produce of lis flook—tho manufacturer a3 
naturally desires to get as moch wool for o givon sum of 
miobey na he can, However disposcd the partics nay 
bo to deal falrly by cach ather, they will fail to come tp 
an undors:anding, mutually satisfactory, unless thoy aro 
both in possession of a knowledge of the facts in tho

Tt is duc to your Assookation andthe competitors that 
the processes ndopted by us in tho discharge of our du- 
ties whould bo eet forth. Mr. Goff, one momber of the 
committeo, {8 the manager of the Syracuea Woolen 
Wills, and nnder his Immediate direction the Ascces 
wore cleanged, His stetement of tho mannor {s by him 
Eiven ad followa: ‘Pho wool was waslied by takfog 16

more wool per pound of body. ‘This Is entirely in a¢- 
cordance with ta elaborate tubles made by Mr. Sweet 
of tho welghts of animals nnd fleeces ox shown in his 
own flock. His tables huvo beon oxtonsively pub- 
lished, and tho lesson thoy taught is coufiriaed by our 
investigations, 

For the mere purpose of cool raising very large sheep are 
not desirable.

Gilmore, Vogdes, Tilghman and Col, 

Marple, and tho paina taken to instruct tho people in 

tho principles of the new disponsation, have no doubt 

accomplished thia result, Florida was tho last to send 


Committees and Commissioners to Washington to ask | 67h 


for tho estublishmontjof o olvil governmont, and then 
thoy wero advised to do so by tho military anthoritles. 
So mildly and wieely wos martisl Jaw aiministorod, 
that the peoplo had. no eccaaion to complain, ‘That 
covery important place should be garrisoned by colored 
troops was at first o litle annoying, \nt the citicons 
soon became familiar with tho eight of tho blaoks in 
blue; they wore pleased with their yood bebayior, and 
twes heve passed merrily along. 

Onr Provisional Governor, tho Hon. W. Marvin, is 
probablyone of the best, if not vs best, appointmont 
Presideut Johnson hua yot made, Judgo Marvin spant 
bis youth and early monhood in Chantangna County, 
N. ¥., whero ho bas a brother, Judge Richard Marvin, 
and other relatives.

‘They will be taught that tho nogro is as free os any 
man in tho State, and will remuin freo foroyer, and 
tbnt all tho rights of a citizon of the United States por- 
toin to him, ‘Tha Conyention and the Logisloturo 
which may bo elected, as woll ag tho people guucrally, 
will be advisod to mako fall and amplo provisions for 
tho education of all the childron of the State, black as 
wellaa white, Tho question df suffrage will bo loft 
whero the Presidont has put it—with the Convention 
and tho Legislature, President Johnson's {doa of 
Stato eovoroignty {a vory clearly defined, and consists 
in the power of the whit popnlation of Stato to do 
Justice to the negro, or to deprive him of bis God given 
‘and inaliopable richts, and to oppresx bi.
